found the letter signed "Your Wife."

The men were employed as laborers 


on Section 2 for McArthur Bros., con- 
tractors.

were working a short distance away, 
and it is remarkable that more deaths 
did not result. 


At the time of the explosion the men 


were pounding- dynamite sticks into a 
hole. Suddenly there was an explosion, 
the rock beneath them shot up and the 
three men were hurled high into the 
air and fell over twenty yards from 
the point of the explosion, mangled 
almost beyond recognition. The gangs 
of men became panic stricken and ran 
for their lives. Healy was.hit by a 
huge piece of rock and rendered un- 
conscious. 
The cause of the explosion is a 


mystery to the men employed about 
the canal, nothing of a similar nature 
baring occurred there before.

POCATELI.O, Idaho, July 24.—The In- 


dian war lias broken out in earnest. 
Bannock Indians have killed a settler, 
his wife and child, in the Salt River 
valley, and the white men, pursuing 
the murderers, killed six of the red- 
skins. 


Union Pacific Engineer Robert Fitz- 


patrick, who pulled the northbound 
freight into Pocatello at6.o'clock Tues- 
day evening brings the story of the 
conflict in the Salt River valley. 


Mail Carrier Alma Vail, who arrived 


at Montpelier from Star Valley Tues- 
day morning, reported to the consta- 
ble that the Bannock Indians from the 
reservation had killed a settler, his 
wife and child. 
A posse of citizens 


was at once formed. They pursued 
the Bannocks and killed six of them 
before they escaped into the moun- 
tains. 


The excitement among the settlers 


in northwestern Wyoming- over the 
threatened uprising of the- Bannock 
and Shoshone Indians is growing more 
intense every day. 


They are leaving their ranches in 


large numbers and gathering at fa- 
vored points, in case irate Indians 
seek vengeance 
for their brother 


braves. The story of the killing of the 
three whites and six Indians is spread- 
ing with rapidity. Innumerable pleas- 
ure parties have given up contempla- 
ted trips into the mountain country, 
which abounds in the finest sport of 
all 
kinds 
at 
this 
season. 
The 


settlers too, are becoming thoroughly 
aroused and if they are not soon pro- 
tected by government troops, they will 
take the field in protection of their 
own homes and lives, and they are well 
qualified by long experience in this 
country to do even more effective 
fighting than the regulars. 


The Indians realize that the cowboys 


are more dangerous than the troops. 
The reds know that they can surrender 
to the soldiers and they will be in no 
further danger. 


A courier reports that the Bannocks 


have been joined by a large number of 
Utes and Lempi Indians, and that they 
have every pass into the Hole guarded. 
The settlers say othat the Indians are 
massing in large numbers and will no 
doubt fight The settlers have brought 
their women and children to Wilfred, 
Idaho, and intend to acton the aggres- 
sive in cleaning out the Indians in 
that part of the country.

ing out of the early wars between the 
two nations should have asserted itself 
frequently and emphatically during 
the first quarter o£ the century; nor is 
it surprising; that the sympathy felt by 
the people and Government of Great 
Britain for the Confederacy in 
ifcGl 


should have awakened the resentment 
of the people of the Northern States. 
Yet, 
after all this has been duly con- 


sidered and weighed in the balance, it 
is still somewhat strange that among 
certain classes throughout the whole 
country there should be so intense a 
feeling of antipathy for everything 
English. A recent exchange has com- 
mented very intelligently on this sub- 
ject, and has called the England-haling 
fever 
"Anglophobia"—and 
perhaps 


Anglophobia describes It quite as well 
as could any other word or phrase. But 
tho questions arise most pertinently: 
What have wo to gain by keeping up 
this strained relation with the British 
nation? Why is it that we should 
single out England of all the nations of 
tho earth as the object of our constant 
hatred? Why should we, a deinoeratic- 
republican people, seek to put up the 
bars against that nation which, though 
nomiually a monarchy, has yet done 
more for democracy than any other 
nation of the world except the United 
States alone? There is a reason for 
this somewhere. 
Ls it due to the mem- 


ories of the Kcvolui-ion? Can it be 
traced to the. lingering animosities of 
tho War of 1812? Is the recollection of 
England's "neutrality" during the civil 
war sUll rankling iu American hearts? 
Or is it, perhaps, a cheap bid for the 
Irish vote among politicians that has 
caused and kept up the "Anglophobia" 
cru/.e? 


Whatever it may be, however, is of 


little couscqueuce. That it is tindigni-. 
Hod, unnecessary, and, what is more 
pressingly pertinent, greatly opposed 
lo our material progress, will be evi- 
dent to every one who shall seriously 
consider the mutual relations oi Eng- 
land and the United States. It is un- 
necessary and unbecoming, because we 
havo passed the age of national child- 
hood and its consequent 
peevishness; 


and that the shout: "England is our 
natural enemy," is especially unfortun- 
nte will bo seen when one thinks of

Second, for two hundred years prior to 1873 


there was no variation between the commer- 
cial and legal ratio of 1SW to 1. During the 22 
years since 1873, however, tno two ratios, had 
separated widely and gone from 15V, to 1 to 
about 9- to 1. 


Third, for 338 years prior to 1873, the aua°- 


tity ratio between silver and gold ranged from 
50 of silver to one of gold to 4 of silver to one 
of gold, but this wide variation of tho commer- 
cial ratio had clung tenaciously to tho legal 
ratio. 
Fourth, the price of sliver in tho London 


market, as measured in sold up to 1873, was 
practically steady, while since that date sil- 
ver had declined from60pence per ounce to 28.7 
pence per ounce- 
. . 


Fifth, that this violent fluctuation in tno 


price of silver has been going on ever since its 
demonetization and is going on to-day. Mr. 
Horr did not reply directly to his opponent, 
but took up Harvey's, statement of Monday 
that but one error had been found in his worK, 
saying that there were myriads of mistakes, 
not in express statements of facts, but by false 
implication which any man of sense would re- 
pudiate on sight. At this point Mr, Horr 
created some derision at the expense of Harvey 
by saying that he did not. deny that his oppon- 
ent believed all he had written. As amatterof 
fact, it was Impossible for him to tell what a 
man in Mr. Harvey's state of mind be capable 
of believing. The statement in Coin's Financial 
School that every ounce of silver produced up 
to the time had cost tho producer two dollars 
an ounce, was scouted by Mr. Horr. If the 
mine owners had been producing silver at this 
cost and selling It. as they had boon doing at 
from $1.20 to JI.nT an ounce, they lost by the 
transaction during tho past throe years some 
two hundred and thirty-six million dollars, 


Tho next point of attack was the statement 


on page 53 of Harvey's book, that the people of 
this country are annually paying to England 
KOO.000,000 in interest on national and private 
bonds. Mr. Horr denied this proposition flatly, 
and challenged anyone to produce evidence 
that tho indebtedness of the people of this 
country lo all tho nations of Europe involved 
anything like such an amount of interest. 


Harvey then took his opponent to task for 


skipping about, the book to find substance for 
his remiirks instead of confining himself to the 
regular order of proceedings as agreed upon, 
and said tliat ho wou!d not be diverted from 
his original p'.an by such tactics, 
. 
"'Ihe right to roalte a contract to be liqui- 


dated in any spcclllc property should not apply 
to monoy," said Mr. Harvey. "All such con- 
tracts, when made payable in money, should 
call for 'lawful' money. To permit a raid to 
be made upon either gold or silver is to permit 
individuals or combinations of men to dictate 
to the government what should be legal mon- 
ey. Making money is an act of. sovereignty 
for the common good, and to allow it to be 
corrupted would be to permit that which would 
defeat the object intended. The government 
is the creator of money, and the creator 
should regulate that which it creates." 


Mr. Horr: "The answer in your book of 


hodge-podge and errors that. the 'government 
can create a demand fora commodity'has mis- 
led thousands of honest and unthinking peo- 
ple. My friend here. Dr. Robinson, says it is 
using a seeming truth to lie with, which is the 
most crafty and dangerous kind of false state- 
ment. You used an illustration to teach that 
free coinage that would create an unlimited 
demand for silver and increase Its value in the 
markets of the world. Under such coinage as 
you advocated silver would be received by the 
government, coined »nd then, in effect,, re- 
turned to the owners again." 


Mr, Horr cited statements from Harvey's 


book in relation to the corn crop of Illinois in 
1873 and 1893 controlling the price in those 
years and to the purchasing power of farmers' 
products, giving tlgures to show that state- 
ments were untrue or misleading. 


Mr. Harvey entered into nn argument on 


what he regarded us scientific bimetallism, 
advocating tho option of the debtor to pay in 
either metal as u vilal principle, the most im- 
portant, essential in the success of bimetal- 
lism, preventing corners in 
either metnl,

metal and thereby restoring it to parity if 
there should be a break. To give the option 
to the creditor would cause tho dearer metal 
to be used and a parity would be permanently 
broken, the gap growing wider all tne time.

"Dear Sir—Realizing that my life must 


terminate very shortly, I take occasion to 
commit to writing a brief summary of 
the discovered facts as to your brother's 
murder. 


"He was killed by a knife thrust inflict- 


ed from behind over the right shoulder. 
This happened in his own room or, at 
least, in the house, and the murderer was 
a man admitted by appointment 
The 


charred letter in the grate was doubtless 
tho communication asking for the ap- 
pointment and must have advanced strong 
reasons'to obtain one at such an hour. Let 
us suppose that It came ostensibly from 
one of the railroad gang and offered to dis- 
close, for a consideration and under con- 
ditions insuring secrecy, the directions 
given by some officer of the company to 
his subordinates to delay the work and to 
harass Mr. Smith as much as possible in 
retaliation 
for his persistent hostility. 


Your brother, feeling as he did, would 
have been only too glad to get such in- 
formation on any terms, so be destroyed 
the letter, as was doubtless stipulated for, 
rose, dressed, admitted his alleged in- 
formant secretly, took him to his ropm, 
was stabbed, partly undressed and dressed 
again, carried out while it was yet dark 
and placed or thrown into the cut, care be- 
ing taken that his skull should be frac- 
tured as to apparently account for death. 
Then the murderer, having wrapped tip 
the garments through which the knife 
passed, took them away with him. Much 
of this is in the nature of a recapitulation 
of facts you already know. It is the sim- 
plest thing in the world to see that the 
murder was not committed by your niece, 
your servant or by Mr. Ralph. The first 
could not have carried the body to the 
railroad cut, and neither of the others 
could have obtained an appointment at 
such an hour. 
Ralph, moreover, would 


never have used a knife, though I admit 
that, assuming the local theory of an early 
morning walk, a quarrel and a blow on 
the head, things would look very black for 
him. 
On the other hand, Anderson's 


clumsy lie was merely an ignorant man's 
way of trying to bring to justice one whom 
he believed had murdered his master and 
whom.you and Miss Smith were shielding. 


"Let me now go a step further than we 


have gone together and add that it is per- 
fectly clear that Mr. Robert Smith was 
killed by an agent of the Mafia, in re- 
venge for the insults he offered thnt so- 
ciety. This theory not only supplies an 
ample motive, but it also accords fully 
with the method of killing and the over- 
whelming evidence pointing to a delib- 
erately planned assassination. Moreover, 
every first-class detective.must bo familiar 
with the fundamental principles of the 
great secret organizations, and those of 
the Mafia make it certain that language 
such as your brother used would have in- 
fallibly marked him as a victim. 
The 


work was not done, however, by nny man 
witli whom Mr. Smith had ever been in 
communication, much loss had trouble. 
The rule is that, after death has boon de- 
creed by the branch before which the caso 
is tried, notice is sent to some branch lo- 
cated at a distance, one of whose rnern- 
.Ijprg—an entire stranger to the matter—is 
then selected by lot to act as executioner. 
Some member, then, of the Mafia, was 
doubtless in the gang that heard you* 
brother's tirade, made report of his words, 
and the result followed. 


"Now let me inform you of a conclusive 


piece of evidence which one of those 
chances against whieh no criminal can 
guard has placed in my hands. Otherwise 
the task of detection would be well nigh 
hopeless; but, as it happened, your niece 
and Mr. Ralph wore walking along the 
road very early in the morning and met 
the assassin coming from the direction of 
the house with the tell-tale bundle under 
his arm. Mr. Ralph would doubtless rec- 
ognize him again. Miss Smith has recog- 
nized him. Add to this the fact that the 
man is half Italian by birth and spent 
much of his early life among the peas- 
antry of Sicily, and I consider that I have 
sufficient evidence in hand to cause his ar- 
rest. 


"There are reasons, however, why such 


a proceeding is inadvisable and why a dif- 
ferent course will serve the ends of jus- 
tice almost equally well. As you know, 
I tried by every means in my power to 
avoid au assignment to this case, but, see- 
ing the finger of fate in my being com- 
pelled to undertake it I determined that 
my professional standing at least demand- 
ed" that I should pursue It exactly as 1 
would any other, by the same means and 
to its logical conclusion. I do not think 
that I allowed myself to be influenced by 
any knowledge not coming to me as an 
investigator, and the result shows that a 
clever offender can rarely be a match .for 
an equally clever detective. 
Whatever 


else I may have been, my reputation as a 
conscientious and able ollieial remains 
without spot. 


"Finally, i have, by the use of n vege- 


table noisoi! known only to a very few 
persons in Sicily, administered justice ami 
avenged the law. 
Should yon ask how a 


man uf my intelligence, education ami 
calling, etuikl lend himself to siu-h an :u-r, 
I will only say that I was a wild boy of 
13 whon I joined the Mafia, and that dis- 
obedience t < > its L*U in ma nds meant certain 
death. 
Then. too. you must n-member 


my Italian blood, anil that we do nut look 
at some things as do t.,e northern races.

There is HnJe more to tell. Whon In- 


spector Ransom had read the above paper 
we both concluded that it ought not to be 
made public, unless necessary to clear an 
innocent man: and that contingency did 
not arise. 
My disclosure of the knife 


wound aud the testimony bearing upon 
the time and place of the murder, together 
with my niece's relation of tho causes and 
details of John Ralph's movements, serv- 
ed to divert suspicion to some one of the 
Italian workmen acd there, with the aid 
of the police, all clues were lost. Ralph 
was discharged and, several years late1.-, 
married my niece. 


I will only add that I have told you rnia 


story to hasten the flight of anxious hours 
and'relyiag upon you as gentlemen to re- 
gard the facts related as strictly confiden; 
tial. Do you not think me justified in 
Jag It "A Remarkable Case;'"
